With regard to the remarkable con- 
duct "' the Russian Admiral in \ oko- 
ham 3 reviously reported we have re- 
ceiv ~ the following extract from a 
letter dated M iy 8th from an ofBc >r on 
board one of her Majesty's ships in 
the China squadron: "On the 2d of 
May we were suddenly ordered to Yo 
kohunm, as the Russian ship Vladimir 
Moiioinuk was heard to be there. We 
arrived thereon the 6th, at l:o0 a. m. 
after a rough "passage" and a big sea 
now and then. I turned out as wo came 
in sight of the harbor an J at 5 o'clock 
was on deck. As we approached Rus- 
sian ship, we saw she was at generals 
quarters and all her guns run out ami 
pointing at us. As we passed her all 
her guns trained round, following us. 
This wits m rascally thing in a neutral 
port ami war was not declared. The 
captain (outs) on the bridge Haiti, "If 
even a rifle go off L'll run straight into 
her and ram her," which he would 
have done. The Russian feeling is 
so against us that an energetic Bear 
might have fired a gun and then ue 
should have gone for them. W e were 
only about 100 yards from her. It was 
a direct insult to the British Hag and 
caused a great row all day. It is all in 
the papers out here. In the evening 
the Russian Admiral told our captain 
that if we remained where we were 
during the night "he would not be re- 
sponsible for his men." A nice thing to 
say. However, at 6 o'clock we went 
about 10 miles down the bay to Yo- 
kohka, where we can watch herequal- 
ly well and either follow, if she goes 
[ out of the harbor, if war is declared, 
go out ourselves and wait till she comes 
' into free waters, and then, I hope, 
j take or sink her. I hope the former, us 
it means prize money.'' 

A Horrible Domestic Tragedy. 

Indianapolis, July 9.— Word was 
received to-nighl of the closing act of a 
sad domestic scandal at llowden, War- 
rick county, a little hamlet thirl een 
miles from here. John Rogers, who 
keeps a general store, was a married 
man with two children, a devoted wife 
and a happy home. When, about, three, 
weeks ago, Miss Emma Snell, a cousin 
of Mrs. Rogers, a pretty school teacher 
from the rural districts of Delaware 
county, came on to spend her summer 
vacation with them. Rogers lost bis 
bead and heart to his fair guest. The 
intimacy of the two inashort lime be 
came very marked. Mrs, Rogers, uu- 
able to endure the situation longer, 
yesterday ordered Miss Snell to pack 
her baggage and leave. Rogers over 
heard the conversation, entered and 
struck his wife to the floor, and then, 
in company with his guest, left the 
house, going to his store, half a mile 
distant. The pair did not return until 
: evening, when they found the house 
I deserted. Rogers, fearing the worst be 
' gan to search, and found his wife Iv- 
iug face downward in a water trough 
; back of the barn. Jn the barn were 
found the bodies of the children, lying 
i side by aide, and each with a gaping 
wound in its head. A bloody ax lay be- 
i side them, telling the story of the hor- 
' rible tragedy. Mrs. Rogers had evi- 
dently brooded over her troubles all 
; clay, and finally, just before the time 
for Rogers to retain) home, had taken 
the children to the barn and murdered 
thorn, and then deliberately lay down 
in the water trough and ended her sor- 
! rows,

BATrLEFORD, July 0. — Colonel A. T.

It will be sent to Swift Current across 
country and thence east by rail. An im 
posing military funeral was huld hero to- 
day.

Three min- 
utes after Colonel Williams died Sergeant 
Primes, of the Sixty fifth, died also on 
the Northwest. He will bo buried here.

SAD DROWNING ACCIDENT. 

A Deaf and Dumb Boy Loses 
liis Life in Attempting to 
Save liis Brother. 

The village of Wingham, Out., was 
the scene of a melancholy drowning ac- 
cident on Saturday afternoon, the vic- 
tim being a deaf and dumb hoy. A 
party of boys, among whom were two 
brothers named McUrimmon, went 
down to the south branch of the Mait- 
land River for a. bath. The elder broth- 
er is about Tl years old, and the 
younger one (the victim) was deaf and 
dumb, having conie home from the 
Belleville Institute. Neither of the 
boys could pwim. The elder brother 
had been ill the water some time, ami, 
while bathing, went, bevund bis depth, 
sinking into deep water, l ie called oul 
for help, and his nfilicted brother, see- 
that he was drowning, heroically jump 
ed into the water to try and save his 
brother. Neither being able to swim, 
however, the attempt only made mat 
ters worse, and soon both brothers 
were out of their depth and beginning 
to drown. They clung to each other, 
and both would have gone down to a 
watery grave but for the heroism and 
pluck of Robert Cairns, a 14-year-old 
boy, who went to the rescue. He in a 
good swimmer, and on reaching the 
drowning boys tried to get the elder 
brother to shore first, he having boon 
in the longest. The drowning lad, how- 
eve-, threw Ids arms round Cairns 
and pulled him down to the bottom 
Cairns exerted all his strength to free 
himself, which he did, ami upon reach- 
i n tr tho toji risked liis life by diving 
down again for the elder brother, 
whom he succeed in bringing safely to 
shore. None of the other boys on the 
bank attempted to rescue the deaf and 
dumb boy. His body was afterward re- 
covered.

TEE FUUCE EEPOBT. 

The long expected report of Col. Irvine, 
commissioner of tho N. VV. M. P. for the 
year 1884, has been presented to parlitv- 
meat this woek. It is of more than ordi- 
nary interest in view of passing events. 
The occurrences of the year are detailed 
by the commissioner and observations are 
made relative to the present condition 
and future needs of the force, and statis- 
tical tables of numbers, distribution, etc., 
also being furnished. The calendar shows 
a conaidorablo increase over that of the 
previous year, indicating either greater 
prevalence of criino or increased vigilance 
on the part of tho police. The number of 
cases tried in 1884 woro 51)6, as against 
344 in 1883. No fewer than live cases of 
murder occurred during tho past year. 
Horse stealing by white men, half breeds 
and Indians indiscriminately throughout 
the territories is a marked featuro of tho 
year's annals of crime. This is explained 
by the fact that as the country becomes 
more and more settled so many more 
temptations are presented to marauding 
desperadoes, who have not to face on this 
side of tho lino tho alternative of the rope 
or the bullot which attend the exercise of 
their calling in the North Western States. 
A band of stolon horses is usually driven 
at its utmost speed, the thiuvos riding and 
relieving eacli horse in turn until the 
American frontier is crossed. In this way 
the boundary has been reached within 12 
hours after leaving the line of the C. 1'. 
R. Tho commissioner recommends tho 
re-establishment of the police post at 
Wood Mountain, to be tho headquarters 
of a strong division who shall have tele- 
graphic communication with Rogina 
and with outposts of varying strength 
along the frontier lino. Col. Irvine states 
that representations woro made to the 
military authorities at Fort Assiniboino, 
Montana, to co operate with the police in 
suppressing horse stealing, but he was in- 
formed that tho Americans could nut do 
so, their powers being limited to recover- 
ing government property and putting in- 
truders off Indian reserves. With regard 
to tho illegal liquor traffio the commis- 
sioner states that this is the most dis- 
agreeable duty tho police have to perform. 
They are either blamed for omission and 
neglect of duty or for interested and un- 
due severity. Under no eiroiimstftueo*, 
except in case of a trader quarrelling with 
his associates, can information bo obtained 
as to the possession or traffic of liquor. 
Ho urges the necessity for the appoint- 
ment of a public prosecutor in each ju- 
dicial district to try liquor cases. Consid- 
erable space in the report is devoted to 
tho Indians Hut there is little new in this 
department beyond what was contained in 
tho report of the deputy superintendent 
general of Indian affairs. 

"THE SCHOOLS" ENEMTc." 

Yesterday morning, under this head, our 
contemporary vented its Kpleeu against tho 
provincial secretary, who is charged with 
threatening to use the machinery of the 
school law for the iguobU; purpose of re- 
newing first-class certificates iu friendly 
teachers and refusing to renew them to un- 
friendly teachers. It will hardly bo neces- 
sary to remind the public that tho mutter 
of renewing or refusing to renew such cer- 
tificates is entirely in the hands of the board 
of examiners, and we think those who are 
acquainted with the gentlemen composing 
tbut board will agree with us that no teacher 
is likely to meet with either favoritism or 
apito at their hands. There was a time in 
the history of the province when the educa- 
tional department was administered on these 
lines; but happily educational matters are 
managed differently now and the conse- 
quence is that the department was never in 
ho flourishing and satisfactory a condition 
as it is to-day. So far as tho provincial 
secretary has to do with it he has certainly 
proved himself to be the true friend of our 
Hystein of education. The real enemies of 
our system are those who, to gratify their 
spleen, are constantly raising false reports 
and making groundless and malicious 
charges against others who are honestly and 
zealously endeavoring to push it ouward 
and Dp-word. Happily these vindictive 
mischief makers are being gradually com- 
pelled to "take buck seats," where continu- 
ed indulgence of their ruling passion will 
be comparatively harmless.

THE DEATH OF COL. WILLIAMS. 

Everyone here regrets the untimely death 
of Colonel Williams, tho gallant commander 
of the Midland batalliou of Canadian vol- 
unteers in the Northwest rebellion. Col. 
Williams was a member of the Canadian 
parliament and a government whip. He 
■was engaged to marry a daughter of Sir 
David Macpherson, who is at present travel- 
ing with her father iu Europe. The follow- 
ing sketch of the deceased officer is taken 
from the Manitoba Free Press: 

Lieut. -Col. Arthur Trefusis Heneage 
Williams was a son of Jobu Tucker Wil- 
liams, a commander in theltoyal navy, who 
sat for Durham county in the Canadian as- 
sembly from 1840 to 1848. Col. Williams 
was born at Peuryn Park, his father's place, 
near Port Hope, in 1837. He was educated 
at Upper Canada College and Edinburgh 
University. He afterwards lived at Pouryn 
Park. He has been chairman of the Port 
Hope harbor commissioners and president 
of tho Midland Loan and Savings Company. 
He was first returned for East Durham iu 
the Ontario legislature in 18(i7, and was re- 
elected by acclamation in 1871. In 1H78 he 
was elected to the commons for the same 
constitutency, and was re-elected ut tho lust 
general election. Col. Williams held com- 
mand of tho 4Gth East Durham batallion of 
infantry. He was deservedly a popular 
officer, and showed by his courage in lend- 
ing the charge at Batocho that he was of 
the right sort of material /or a commander. 



recall of General DeCourcy, commander 
of the French forces in Annum, is prob- 
able. The government, tho Matin, de- 
clares, is averse to tho severe penalties 
ordered and imposed the Annamites by 
DeCourcy, and is also opposed to the pol- 
icy of continuing tho war in Annam for 
tho purposes of punishment, which the 
French commander insists is necessary to 
intimidate the people from ever again at- 
tempting a revolution against French au- 
thority. 

The government has telegraphed Gen- 
eral Do Courcy at Hue, directing him to 
sevnroly punish Annamite officials who 
took part in tho recent ambuscade, but to 
confine hia action to the limits of his pro- 
tectorate. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, .Inly 13 — The Chinese 
recently ordered the expulsion of au ling 
lish travelor named Daglish from York, 
and the governor, having acted hesitating- 
ly in enforcing tho order, he has been 
punished and Daglish has been forcibly 
expelled from York by the Chinese au- 
thorities. 

IRELAND 
VVaterford, July 13. — The name of 
tho civilian killed during the riot last 
evening was Peter Giant. During the 
hottest part of the conflict a soldier at- 
tacked Grant and plunged a bayonet 
straight through tho man's heart . The 
tragody infuriated the people, and they 
fell with such force on the troops I hat the 
latter retreated in full force into the bar- 
racks, whore they were besieged all night 
by tho citizens. Two privatos wero ar- 
reted this morning on suspicion of being 
guilty of Grant's murder. A number of 
civilians profess to be able to identify the 
soldier who killed Grant.

Advocates, first, in ad- 
dition to the criminal act, a change of the 
ago at which female children may legally 
consent to sinful conduct from 13 years, 
the present period, to IU. Second, the 
extension of tho law prohibiting soliciting 
to both sexes. Third, denial of any ad- 
ditional power over women to tho polico 
thai will bo aimed at the suppression of 
vice, that is a complete legal liberty for 
voluntary immorality between adults con- 
tracting in legal terms; but vigorous re- 
pression of sexual criminality in all cases 
in which parties are under age, or ele- 
ments of full, free and intelligent consent 
are absent. Fourth, a greatly increased 
stringency in the laws against procuration. 

The Pall Mall Gazette in an editorial 
commenting on tho results of its revela- 
tions declares that its trumpet blast has 
rousod the world. "No word was raised 
yesterday in the churches against us," 
continues tho paper, "but all forces of 
wickedness in high places aro arrayed 
against us. The Hon. Wni. Smith A Son, 
possessing a monopoly of the news stands 
in the railway system of England, have 
suppressed their sales of the Pall Mall 
Gazette; the Prince of Wales has stopped 
his paper; tho Right Hon. Bentwick is 
posing in parliament in the name of out- 
raged morality, and clamors for its extinc- 
tion. The Gazette did not like this en- 
quiry, to unearth tho vices of the great, 
but if we are drivon to bay we will bo 
compelled, by tho action of our assail- 
ants, to speak out and spare no one."

Pittsburgh, July 13. — Shortly before 
dark this evening tho Alleghany valley 
was visited by one of tile moat disastrous 
storms known iu that section, rain fell in 
torrents for au hour, the wind blow a 
hurricane, and thunder and lightning 
was incessant. At Harnionvillo the light- 
ning struck the telegraph otlice, killing 
instantly James McFoeders, a student, 
aged twelve, and rendering unconscious 
1 the operator, Miss Mary Ha/.let. The 
' building is partially wrecked. At Free- 
port four inches and a half of rain 
lull in an hour, flooding the collars, 
yards and streets, and covering the West 
Pennsylvania and Butler branch railroad 
with water to a depth of several feet, the 
track iu soma places washed away and in 
others the debris is piled five feet high. 
The trains are stopped in all directions. 
At Diets station the freight train ran into 
a landslide and was badly wrecked. Pe- 
ter's creek, near Leechburg, is swollen 
beyond its banks, and numerous gas and 
oil derricks have been washed down the 
stream. Kirkpatrick's street plant, at. 
Leechburg, is under water, and the logs 
will reach many thousand dollars. The 
damage to hay and grain alone in this 
and surrounding districts will amount to 
an enormous sum. 

Titisvillk, Pa., July 13.— A cloud burst 
about one mile south of tho town this after- 
noon and streams entering Oil creek near 
the city it rose to au unprecedented height. 
Many houses were moved from their founda- 
tions and several washed away. A number 
of families had a narrow escape. Two 
bridges went down the creek, and roads 
were badly washed. No loss ot life; but 
damage to property is very great. 

CALIFORNIA 

San Francisco, July 13. — The fourth at- 
tempt to raise the ship Earl of Dalhousie, 
which capsized and sunk in the bay two 
months ago was made to-day, and proved a 
failure. The contract for the performance 
of this work expires on Wednesday next. 
It is stated that the Union Iron Works, 
which undertook the contract, has expend- 
ed thus far about $18,501), which, together 
with bonds of $43,01)0, will be a loss to the 
contractors now that failure has resulted 
from all their efforts to bring tho Dalhousie 
to the surface. 

San Francisco, July 13.— The Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company expect to with- 
draw tlieir ateamoru from the lino between 
this city and Autralia on November 1st, 
according to a statement to bo published 
in to-morrow's Call, 'l'ho steamship com- 
pany's contract with the Australian colo- 
nies expires on that date, and the colonies 
declare they will not renew a contract by 
which they pay the steamship company a 
subsidy unless the United States agree to 
pay a portion. The recent decision of 
Postmaster General Vilas, not to use any 
part of the 8400,000 appropriated by the 
last Congress to assist in the transporta- 
tion of the mail, is said to have deter- 
mined this course of action by tho Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company.

BATTLE OF 'I'll E BOYNE 
FOUGHT AGAIN. 

Ilorrihle Ravages of Hie Chol- 
era. 

Waterfohd, July 13 — The anniver- 
sary of tho battle of the Boyno yes erday 
caused a large increase in the usual Sun- 
day number of drunken men to bo seen 
on the streets last night. Among them 
were many of the soldiers of the Welsh 
regiment doing garrison duty here. A 
number of citizens got into a drunken 
row with the soldiers, during which the 
latter bayonetted to death one of tho for- 
mer The commotion attracted crowds 
of men to the scene. When tho civilians 
realized that one of their number had 
been killed they became furious and fell 
upon the soldiers with such force that the 
latter were compelled to beat a hasty re- 
treat to their barracks. Tho mob fol- 
lowed them up, but being threatened with 
[> wder Hie! ball, if they attempted to 
force an entrance to tho barracks, they 
contented themselves with smashing tho 
windows of the barracks with stones. 
The rage of tho populace was so great 
t his morning that it was deemed best to 
transfer the Welsh regiment to some 
other place. Tins was done immediately, 
and as tho soldiers marched from the 
barracks to the railway station, aur- 
rounded by policemen, the mob followed 
them, hooting and atoning the soldiers. 

Several Parnollite members of parlia- 
ment have telegraphed they will bring 
the matter before tho government and 
demand an immediate inquiry into the 
outrage. It is generally believed that the 
soldiers began tho row. 

Madrid, July 13 — There wore 1,417 
now cases of cholera reported in Spain 
yesterday and (ill? deaths. Cholera has 
bn keu out iu four places in the province 
of Jaen; forty-two now cases wero re- 
ported yesterday in that province and 
eighteen deaths Ollicial reports shows 
the total to be 30,000 cases in Spain since 
the inception of the scourgo up to last 
evening and a total of 13,000 deaths.

The zereba is a striped animal of tho 
order of Pacbydormata. It is graminivor- 
ous, and is usually formed of sand and 
water barrels. Its chief habitat is central 
Asia, but it also frequents the neighbor- 
hood of Tamai/ whuro Kuglishmou yot iu- 
eide it for the purpose of being killed, by 
Arabs. It has been supposed that tho 
wooden horso of Troy was a zereba. In 
the desert where grass is scarce it will eat 
soldiers — Graham-fed onus preferred. 
One of tho zerebas most famous in h'^tory 
was that manufactured by P. T. Haruum. 
He made it out of a broncho with a paint- 
brush and two pots of black anil yellow
